The ground upon which this Mill is located was originally held by a grant from Richard Ni- 
cholle, commissioner of his majesty in New England, &c. to Andrew Carr, A. D. 1667. 
thus granted contajned one hundred acres, but afterwards was divided and passed into different 
Charles Saunders, merchant, of Philadelphia, purchased the portion on which the Mill 
stand., and formed a partnership with Peter Dale, millwright, A. D. 1675, for the erection of milis. 
It may be seen from the print that the intention was to extend the bailding on the east end, so as 
to bring the dome in the centre, which would have made its dimensions about ninety by thirty- 
This ws jastly considered as a bold desiga for the period in which it was began. 
No building since erected in that part of the country 
can compare with it in strength, solidity, and compaciness. Ono hundred and thirty years of 
constant end uninterrupted jarring have had no effect on the walls. 


This Mull is one of the firet establishments of the kind erected in the neighborhood of Philadel- 
phia, and was formerly a great mart forthe produce of the surrounding country. 
the Pennypack creek, about two miles from the Delaware. 
Upwards of 70,000 bushels of wheat have been manufactured into flour at this 


, the sole proprietor after purchasing Saunders’ share, died in 1703, and devised the

The numerous and contradictory ideas enter- 
tained of liberty, bave occasioned it to be look- 
ed upon by many who profess a love of the prac- 
teal and useful, and affect a contempt for theory 


It cannot be denied by the most ardent worship- 
ers of the goddess, that her name has been used 
for the watch word of many an absurd and un- 
worthy enterprise. The followers of Cataline, 
and the friends of the French revolution pro- 
fessed to prostrate themselves at her shrine. The 
ruined foundations of society, the wreck of re- 
ligian. civi! government and social arder ware 
proclaimed fo be the work of her low! eulo 
gists and votaries. This hypocritical profesnon 
ofa love of libetry hae introduced many spurious 
idols into the world, and brought the true god- 
dess into unmerited disgrace and suspicion. It 
is this that has occasioned those who can see 
but the surface of things, to deem the object 
of the patriot and freeman's devotion, but a 
dream of the imagination. This is a most perni- 
cious sentiment; it hae rendered us insensible to 
the value of the birthright inherited from, and 
bequeathed to us by our forefathers, as the 
surest means of happiness, the richest gift that 
man can give to man, and which they deemed 
cheaply earned with their blood. They did not 
over estimate the value of the reward of their 
heroic exertions. Liberty is an ine. timable bles. 
sing; it is the actuating spring of the most splen- 
did and weful results. It i not the less real, 
because its temple is in our inmost hearts, and 
hae never been palpable to our senses. Those 
are in error who conceive that nothing i practi- 
cally useful but what can be made perceptible 
by our senses. error has been the ground 
of mach oppression, and leads to absurd and sad 
consequences. Virtue, education and literature, 
are thrown into contempt because they will not 
put money in our purse, or are not the means 
of subsistence. This unworthy and debasing 
sentiment, which would bring us upon a level 
with beas's, is happily not universal, in ite full 
extent; yet a dispositioa to look upon our physi- 
cal natwe as the all engrossing concern, and to 
esteem our spiritual bemg as of but secondary 
importance, is but too general. The origin and 
error of this idea iw readily explained: The objects 
of our senses are maternal, and force themselves 
upon our notice; our animal necessities are un- 
just and peremptorily demand our regard; but the 
mind is not so perpetually roused, and its requi- 
sitions are not so direct and obvious; conse quent- 
ly the urgent demands of the animal are regard 
ed, and the less noportunate claime of the mind 
are neglected, and the import.nce of its opera- 
tion is not felt or appreciated. But the tangible 
objects of worldly desire, must be intimately re- 
ferred to the mind to receive their value. The esti- 
mation in which the mer hoids his wealth, a ow- 
ing entirely to his peculiar way of thinking, ren- 
dera him blind, and his hoarded gold becomes as 
fanciful a treasure as the wild **imag.nings’’ of the 
poet, whot he despises as a visionary fool. There 
1s nothing good or evil, but the thinking makes 
it so, why then may we not look upon Lberty as 
a just object of sound desire? liberty, that ani- 
mates every virtue, that spurs on to achieve- 
monts of hoaor and glory, that upholds the fa- 
brie of legitimate government, that alone can se- 
cure us the enjoyment of the rights and pivile- 
ges we have inherited from our maker. Slavery 
is not less an evil, because its baneful operation 
cannot be a counted for, by any external cause, 
or physical deprivation, The tortures of the 
slave are not less real, and less worthy our com- 
miseration, because the same heaven is expand- 
ed over him as is stretched above the freeman; 
because he breathes the same air, and hs food 
ie as wholesome and hw sleep as sound as his 
master’s. As long 1 slavery nourishes vice, as 
long as it subducs genius, embitters toil, and 
pours an icy chilness upon the heart that freez- 
es its core, and checks every noble aspiration, it 
muet be regarded as the greatest curse that can 
be suffered; and its infliction upon a fellow man 
must continue to be human nature’s** broadest, 
foulest blot."’

more than two thousand years have passed since 
Homor expressed this sentiment and the lipse 
of ages has not impaired its truth; and unless ou- 
man nature should greatly alter, succeeding 
time will give it additional confirmation, will ex- 
hibit many a glorious instance of the bright 
influence of liberty, and many mournful exam- 
ples of the baleful operativn of slavery.

It is true, he does not possess the compre hen-

FRENCH EXPEDILION AGAINST ALGIERS 

French papers teem with conjectures in the 
event of an Algerine war. By the latest ad- 
vices H appears that preparations are making in 
| the harbeur of Toulon for equipping a fleet to 
earryon the war with vigor. A writer in a 
French paper says that, previous to taking Al- 
giers, the question of giving it a new name is 
agitated; and that it is proposed to call it Car- 
liepolis, in honor of the King. He sagely ad- 
viees, that it be taken firat, and named after- 
wards. 

The Vice Admiral Duperree is named as com- 
mander-in-chief of the naval forces and has the 
special command of the vanguard. M. Rose- 
mal is to command the rear division, and M. 
Roussin that of the centre. M. Hagan will su- 
perintend the bombarding flotilla. The land 
forces will not exceed 30,000 men, much reli- 
ance being placed on the co-operation of the 
navy. 

The object of France is to make a bold push for 
conquest, and to rival the Russians and their 
brilliant successes upon Turkey, by dictating in 
their turn to the Empire of Muroeco. The con- 
quest of Algiers, it is supposed, will preserve the 
balance of power, and enable France to com- 
pete with Russia. These may perhaps be mere

We subjoin a 
few instances by way of reinembrance:— 


Charles V. made a descent upon Algiers with 
19,000 musketeers, 2000 cavalry, 3000 volun- 
teers, the greater part veterans, and a fleet of 
70 galleys, and 200 large and 100 small armed 
vessels. He set sail the 15th of Octeber, 1541, 
and after a dangerous voyage of 5 days, appear- 
ed before Algiers. Hasean had only a garrison 
of 800 Janissaries, and from 5 to 6000 Moors, 
natives and refugees from Grenada. The diffi- 
culty of climbingethe heights of the shore, of 
croasing the sands, of moving and transporting 
heavy pieces of artillery; the damp nights and 
want of shelter, the storms that the besiegers 
were obliged to weather, and by which some of 
the vessels were stranded, altogether assisted 
the valour of Hassan, and threw the Christian 
invaders into such perilous straits, that he for- 
ced them to betake to their ships in seven days; 
leaving on the shore the wrecks of 15 gal'eys, 
150 transport ships, 8000 carcasses of the drown- 
ed, and the loss of an equal number by famine, 
fatigue and the Mussulman sabre. 

Another Spanict expedition took place in June, 
1775, under rear-admiral Castejon and general 
O'Reilly. It consisted of 6 ships of the line, 14 
frigates, 24 bomb ships and transports; and 
22,000 infantry, and 11,000 cavaliy. In twenty. 
foar hours they arrived before Algiers, but ef. 
fected a landing with great difficulty. After se- 
veral unsuccessful and bloody attempts to pene- 
trate inland, they were obliged to fly to their 
ships in great disorder. The cavalry took fright 
at the camels of the Arabs, and retreated upon 
the infantry. The Spaniards lost 600 killed, and 
left behind 1800 wounded. 

The advantages gained by Du Quesne, by the 
bombardment of Algiers, were very temporary. 

The attacks of Decatur, in 1815, were much 
more tv» the purpose. He obtained a treaty 
from the Dey, abolishing his piratical depreda- 
tions on the American tag. 

The next descent was that of the English in 

1816. Lord Exmouth was just on the point of 
retiring, anable to effect any thing more than the 

destruction of the Algerime shipping, when the 

Dey became alarmed by the mutiny of the in- 

habitants. Had the Dey held out another four 

and twenty hours, the Englieh fleet would have 

been obliged to retire unsatsfied. The low bat- 

teries of the port being bomb-proof, and well 

served with gunners, they had already succeed- 

ed, when the Dey consented to enter into nego- 

tiations, to cripple entirely one three-decker, 

one 74, one 60 gun frigate, and two of 44 guns.
